Geneva, June 29 (By A. P.).—Great 
Britain has had no intention of con- 
testing the principle of parity between 
the naval strength of the United States 
and Great Britain, W. C. Bridgeman, 
first lord of the admiralty, said tonight 
in an exclusive statement to the As- 
sociated Press. 

The first lord added that he was 
surprised to see that an impression 
seemed to prevail in some quarters 


premacy. 

Mr. Bridgeman was not aware, he as- 
serted, of anything that had been said 
by any of the British delegates that 
could convey that idea. 

“Our policy,” he went on, “has been 
to state frankly what are the British 
requirements, but we never disputed 
the American claim for parity as es- 
tablished by the Washington treaty. 

Need 

“It is true we think our special needs 
demand a higher number tn certain 
types of vessels, but we do not deny 
the right of the United States to build 
up to an equal figure in any type 
of warship, if she thought necessary. 

“As regards battleships, I have seen 
statements that the possession by Great 
Britain of the new ships Rodney and 
Nelson would give Britain some superi- 
ority if her proposal to limit the future 
size of battleships to 30,000 tons were 
adopted. But 1 am sure that a con- 
tinuance of the parity arrived at at 
Washington in battleships could be se- 
cured by reasonable adjustment of the 
replacement tables.” 

With the British now seemingly 
convinced that it is impossible to re- 
open the Washington treaty at this 
time without the consent of the United 
States, the delegates to the tripartite 
naval conference are focusing their at- 
tention on the problem of cruisers. 
This may take on a new angle, owing 
to British emphasis on the wisdom of 
agreeing to a reduction in the caliber 
of the guns.

DOCTOR IS FACING TRIAL 


Los Angeles, Calif., June 29 (By A. 
P.).—Dorothy Mackaye, stage actress, 
late today was found guilty by a jury 
of eight women and four men of cover- 
ing up facts surrounding the death of 
her actor husband, Ray Raymond, as 
a result of which Paul Kelly, screen 
player, was convicted of manslaughter. 
The jury deliberatea@ less than three 
hours. 

The dramatic stage star steeled her- 
self for the verdict and her face moved 
in convulsive emotions, as she tried to 
keep herself from collapsing. 

Miss Mackaye was at once taken to 
the county jail, where she will be a 
prisoner until Saturday, when Superior 
Judge Burnett will sentence her. 

The actress may be sentenced to serve 
from one to three years in San Quen- 
tin Penitentiary, where Paul Kelly also 
will be serving a term for killing her 
husband. 

The verdict came as a surprise to fol- 
lowers of the trial, especially since the 
two alternate jurors, Frank A. Zillgitt 
and H. H. Geohegen announced before 
the jury reported that had they been 
called upon to deliver a verdict they 
would have acquitted the actress. 

Indicted with her and now awaiting 
separate trial was Dr. W. J. Sullivan, 
Hollywood physician, who collected a 
$500 fee for the two days he attended 
Raymond prior to the actor’s death, 
and who was accused by the coroner’s 
Office of reporting the death due to 
natural causes. The $500 fee was a part 
of $800 sent to Miss Mackaye, according 
to the testimony during the trial, by 
Kelly.

Maitland and Hegenberger 
rested tonight, happy in the accom- 
plishment of another aviation triumph 
in the progress of the world, and proud 
in the possession of a personal tele- 
gram from the President of the United 
States praising the skill of Maitland as 
a pilot and of Hegenberger as a navi- 
gator.

STORM DOWNS 5 PLANES | 
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Told by Radio From Air 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Roosevelt Field, June 29.—While 

Commander Richard E. Byrd and his 

three companions were skimming along 


the Atlantic coast today and out over 
the ocean to Europe, the record of their 
flight was being recorded here by the 
radio. 

It was the first time in history that 
a plane of any such journey had at- 
tempted to maintain constant com- 
munication with its base. The mes- 
sages from the America were relayed 
here by ship and land stations, thou- 
sands of radio ears being on the alert 
for the call WTW of the Fokker mono- 
plane. 

The radio log of the flight of the 
America follows: 

‘6 a. m.—“Radio traffic signals have 
gone bad. Everything else fine. Byrd.” 

6:15 a. m.—*“Everything going fine. 
Noville.” 

6:34 a. m.—Steamships Homeric and 
Corintha relay messages from Byrd re- 
porting plane over Newport, traveling 
100 miles an hour. 

7:22 a. m.—Passed few miles to left 
of Cape Cod at 7:22 New York time.

Extra cans of 
gasoline causing trouble with com- 
passes. Hope it will be relieved when 
we throw empty cans overboard. 
Byrd." 

8:04 a. m.—Steamship Stavangerfjord 
picks up America’s automatic signal, 
giving position as 70 miles northeast by 
east of Cape Cod.

First Scientific Flight. 


New York, June 29 (By A. P.).—Rich- 
ard E. Byrd’s flying test tube, the mon- 
oplane America, was on its way to 
France tonight on the first scientific 
adventure in nonstop ocean flight. 

The America was south of the New- 


ern daylight time, this afternoon, 9 
hours and 31 minutes after leaving 
Roosevelt Field at 5:24 this morning. 
Reports on her speed were conflicting. 
The Associated Press log showed nearly 
100 miles an hour. The flight over 
Nova Scotia was covered in one hour 
better time than that made by Charles 
A. Lindbergh in the Spirit of St. Louis. 

The scientist-aviators who manned 
the America were conducting, as they 
flew, technical experiments which 
promised to aid the advancement of 
commercial flying in the days to come, 
and as they experimented radioed to 
their friends their progress, observa- 
tions and greetings, an accomplishment 
in itself new to oceanic aviation. 

That others: may fly in safety later 
on, Byrd and his three companions 
faced the dangers of uncharted winds 
to wrest the secrets of the elements 
out of the regions where storms are 
brewed 

The purpose of the flight, over an 
air trail already blazed by two planes 
primarily interested in speed and dis- 
tance, was the study of atmospheric 
conditions over the ocean at different 
altitudes. 


Flying Rules Sought. 


It was planned to attempt to formu- 
late some broad general rules by which 
aviators may be able to subjugate the 
winds to a condition of servitude and 
to make allies out of storms, which at 
present are the airman’s principal 
enemies. 

Less than eight hours after the take- 
off Commander Byrd himself indicated 
that the purpose of the flight was ul- 
ready being achieved. A message from 
the America picked up at Halifax con- 
cluded: “We think we are getting some 
scientific data.” 

He did not say what this data was, 
or of what practical use he believed it 
could be put to, but from the hopeful 
tone of the message it was guessed that 
Byrd, a modest and conservative man, 
had made important discoveries which 
might be expected to have direct effect 
on flying of the future. 

The America flew during the day 
through weather which was a fitting 
subject for scientific experimentation. 
There were large patches of fog to be 
passed through; in places the wind was 
unfavorable. and in other ways oppor- 
tunity was offered to study conditions 
at present inimical to flying. 


In Touch by Radio. 


The science of (communication, 
reached new heights during the day, as 
Byrd kept in almost constant commu- 
nication with ship and shore by radio.

It merely reported 
that “everything is going fine” and was 
signed by George Noville, radio engi- 
neer of the party. While Noville was 
sending out information by radio Byrd 
was in his cabin poring over charts in 
his capacity as navigator and study- 
ing innumerable instruments which he 
expected to reveal to him hitherto un- 
known facts about the elements. 


Other Messages Follow. 


The other members of the party, Bert 
Acosta, pilot, and Bernt Balchen, re- 
lief man, did not sign any of the mes- 
sages nor were they mentioned in any 
of them, except under the general 
heading of “we,” but this was taken to 
indicate that all was well with them. 

After the first message another came 
from over Rhode Island at 6:41, a third 
from above Massachusetts at 7:22, and 
so through the day as the great three- 
motored plane winged along its way. 
The reports from the plane itself were 
amplified by those from watchers on 
shore and ships at sea, and altogether 
constituted what was believed to be a 
new record in radio communication 
achievement. 

Even the fact that slight trouble was 
being experienced on board the mono- 
plane became instantly knows by 
means of radio from the plane. At 
8:41 Byrd reported that compass 
trouble was being occasioned by the 
extra gas tanks. Again when gas was 
to be pumped the radio was stilled to 
avoid possibility of a spark igniting 
the fuel, but before ihe pumping was 
begun Byrd informed radio stations 
what was in progress so that there 
might be no alarm occasioned by the 
ensuing silence. 

The America is the first transatlantic 
plane from which it has been possible 
to conduct communication tests, as 
both Charles Lindbergh and Clarence 
Chamberlin forebore carrying radio 
sets. 

The flight got under way this snorn- 
ing with a suddenness in striking con- 
trast with the many delays which held 
up a start during the month and a 
half the plane had been waiting at 


At midnight last night there was an 
announcement that continuing bad 
weather made a take-off impossible for 
today, and barely an hour later a 
counterannouncement was made that 
the flight would be begun at dawn. 

James H. Kimball, of the Weather 
Bureau, revealed today that tie abrupt 
change was occasioned by discovery olf 
an error of 0.15 of an inch in a ship's 
barometer off Cape Race. The barom- 
eter indicated a low pressure area 
which led the weather man to advise 
against a take-off, but later wireless 
information showed the barometer to 
have been at fault and the low pres- 
sure area to have cleared up. 

The fiying field was thrown into an 
uproar of excitement by word that 
the flight was to be at last begun. 
M.chanics scurried about the plane 
where it was bound on the 6-foot 
incline at the head of the runway. 
Reporters and telegraph operators were 
rushed out from New York by taxicab. 
Friends and relatives of the filers were 
notified. 

By 2 o’clock the hangar was swarm- 
ing with activity. Telephones jangled, 
telegraph wires clacked out their 
messages tO an awakened world, auto- 
mobiles whirled about the field on last 
errands in connection with the takeoff. 


Final Words Are Said. 


Shortly after 3 o’clock Commander 
Byrd and his three associates appeared 
after futile efforts to sleep, and fare- 
wells were said to relatives. 

The wives of the three married mem- 
bers of the crew, Byrd, Acosta and No- 
ville, were at the hangar, smiling and 
assured. Noville’s father was there 
and Byrd’s brother, Thomas. There 
were last words, kisses, the waving of 
hands. And then the men who asked 
no better fate than to risk their lives 
in an effort to make the lives of future 
fliers less hazardous, went out to the 
plane whose motors were roaring as 
though impatient to be off. 

The barograph was sealed. T. Har- 
old Kinkade, Wright motor expert, sat 
at the controls and smiled as the en- 
gines warmed up. Perhaps a part of 
his smile was for a plan he had, which 
he had earlier confided to reporters, to 
stow himself away in the plane. 

At Kinkade’s nod that all was well 
the fliers climbed to their places. Acosta 
at the controls, Kinkade looked at the 
spot he had selected in the fuselage 
to hide himself and Commander Byrd 
caught the wistfulness of that look. 

“You want to go, Doc?” he asked. 
“Here, let’s throw some of this stuff 
overboard.

Fokker was prepared for its epochal 
sustained flight from Oakland, Calif.,

was praised by civilians and Army offi- | 


cers alike today. 

“Our pride lies as much in the busi- 
ness-like way in which the preparations 
were made, the perfectness of the 
technicians’ plottings of the schedule 
for the plane, and the clock-like sched- 
ule of the flight as in the hop itself, 
its perfection of piloting and naviga- 
tion,” said Maj. Delos Emmons, com- 
mandant of the Army’s local air field, 
where the Fokker was given a final 
two-day inspection by Army mechanics. 

Praise was liberally expressed among 
the thousands of spectators who wit- 
nessed the hop-off of the Army plane 
Tuesday morning. 


Fiown from Crissy Field. 


The Fokker was flown Monday from 
Crissy Field, where it was inspected 
Sunday following its arrival from San 
Diego Saturday. A camp was estab- 
sished upon arrival of two truckloads 
of equipment and men and late in the 
afternoon Army officers instructed the 
airport officials to give them a “clear 
rg at 7 o'clock the following morn- 
ng 

The runway, extending’ 17,020 feet 
east and west and at the head of which 
the Fokker was stationed, had pre- 
viously been inspected by Army men 
and pronounced perfect for the take- 
off of the 6-ton plane. 

At sundown Mondey gasoline trucks 


were run alongside of the Fokker and | 


the five-hour fueling process began. 

During this stage the three motors 
of the plane were wrapped in their cov- 
erings; they were ready, nothing more 
could be done to them. 

No work was necessary in either the 
pilot’s or navigator’s cabin—everything 
was ready there. 

Guard Left About 


The fueling completed, the Army 
men departed, leaving only a guard 
about the plane. 

At 6:30 a. m., Tuesday, the noncom- 
missioned officer at Crissy Field, who 
was detailed to provision the plane, ar- 
rived with his smali detail. He stored 
aboard the quart bottle of soup, like 
amount of chocolate, and hardtack and 
five gallons of water. 

At 6:45 a. m., Lieuts. Maitland and 
Hegenberger and other Army officers 
arrived from their night’s resting place 
in Oakland. 

From Crissy Field arrived several 
Army service planes. They stationed 
themselves far down the runway for a 
quick hop-off as escorts. 

At 7 a. m., the time specified 12 
hours before, the three motors of the 
Fokker were started for a short warm- 
up. 

There was no last minute frantic 
rush to correct small details, nothing 
forgotten and but little visible excite- 
ment among the Army people. To 
them this was but another duty of the 
Army.

“Well, boys, you had better be go- 
ing,” declared Maj. Gen. Mason Pat- 
rick, chief of the Army Air Corps as 
he slapped Lieuts. Maitland and Heg- 
enberger on the backs. 

It was a few minutes past the “zero 
hour.” The fliers climbed into the ma- 
chine, closed the doors of the pilot’s 
and navigator’s cabins, gave the plane 
“the gun,’ and at 7:30 a. m. they left 
the runway for Honolulu, just 19 min- 
utes after they arrived at the field. 

They planned to reach their island 
goal in 24 or 27 hours and landed in 
Honolulu 25 hours and 50 minutes 
after they started.

ARMY MEN COMPLETE HOP 
FROM AMERICA TO HAWAII

Whirling through space at close to 100 
miles.an hour, they finished the 2,400- 
mile passage over the Pacific waters in 
25 hours and 50 minutes. They landed 
at 8:59 a. m., Pacific time. 

The radio beacon signals that were 
to have guided them functioned only a 
part of the time. They set their course 
by dead reckoning and by the heavens. 

No line of warships stretched along 
their course to save them should dis- 
Their plane would have 
floated only a short time on the stormy 
waves. But, sustained by the knowl- 


edge of a perfected airplane and by) 
‘their own stout courage, they carried | 


on, gaining their goal and the glory 
that goes to brave accomplishment. 
Theirs was the longest ocean flight on 


record. 

Maitland and Hegenberger ‘were tired 
and hungry when they arrived. For 
nearly 26 hours they had driven the 
great monoplane onward, ceaselessly 
vigilant and active. They had had 
nothing to eat, for the chicken sand- 
wiches and coffee supplied by friends 
had become lost within the plane. 

But no happier men ever stepped 
from a plane than they on Wheeler 
Field, heralded as heroes of their air. 
Trim, bronze, extremely capable and im- 
maculate, too, they appeared as they 
shed their workmen’s coveralls and 
emerged in the spic and span uniform 
of the Army air service to salute their 
superior officers. 

— have realized the dream of a life- 
time,” Maitland told the Associated 
Press correspondent a few minutes 
later. “I have always wanted to fly to 
Hawaii.” 

There was no time for detailed in- 
formation then, for the Governor of 
Hawaii and the commanders of the 
Army and the Navy in the islands, the 
mayor of Honolulu and scores of men 
and women prominent in civic affairs 
were impatient to tender greetings, for 
which they had waited through the 
night of rain. 


Deafened by the Roar.

Maitland and Hegenberger then nar- 
rated incidents of their dramatic ad- 
venture calmly, as though merely dis- 
cussing some routine, every-day mis- 
sion. They admitted frankly that they 
were pleased with having been given 


‘the transpacific assignment, but point- 


‘ed out modestly that there were other 
pilots and navigators in the Army Air 
‘Corps who undoubtedly would have 


|performed the task successfully, 


The first question was in regard to 
food aboard the Fokker plane, and drew 


|@ laugh from both Maitland and Hegen- 
| berger. 


“We had water,” explained Maitland. 
“You see we had ordered some sand- 


| wiches and had expected to have some 


coffee and hot soup in thermos bottles. 
But when we looked for them, we could 
not find them. If they were in the 
plane, we failed to locate them.” 
Liegt. John S. Griffith interrupted to 
say that he had found the food in the 
plane untouched. Under the plotting 
board, covered by a tarpaulin, were the 
sardines, coffee and hot soup. 

When asked for the general impres- 
sions of the long flight, Maitland re- 
plied, Hegenberger nodding in concur- 
rence: 

“My first and outstanding impression 
is that it is the starting point toward 
more general distribution and strength- 
ening of military aviation and an im- 
portanf step in reorganization of our 
coast defenses.” 

“I might add right there,” said Heg- 
enberger, “that this flight positively 
was not in the nature of a stunt. The 
most complete arrangements possible 
were made to govern it.” 

Asked regarding the extent of devia- 
tion from their plotted course, Hegen- 
berger, the navigator, answered: 

“We knew where we were at all times, 
or very closely so. While we were not 
exactly on the course every minute of 
the time, we were not very far away 
from it. 


First Check Made With Ship. 


“Our first check as to position was 
made with a steamer bound for’ San 
Francisco when we were about 775 
miles out. I remember that I wrote a 
note to Maitland telling him that we 
ought to sight the ship in about 25 
minutes. And when we looked out 
after a while, we saw it. 

“We ran into a very heavy crosswind 
during the first 500 miles out,” said 
Maitland, explaining weather condi- 
tion, “but after that the winds were 
generally favorable.” 

“Later on, the wind was right on 
our tail, and [| can tell you that was 
much more than we had expected,” 
Hegenberger added. 

)“While it was daylight,” Maitland con- 
tinued the explanation, “we flew about 
300 feet above the sea, but when it was 
dark we flew at a height of 10,000 feet, 
in order that Hegenberger might make 
celestial observations, to determine our 
position.” 

“We had to fly high to get above the 
clouds,” said Hegenberger. 


All Motors “Strengthened Up.” 


When inquiry was made concerning 
the performance of the three motors 
that drove the plane, Maitland said: 

“Right at the beginning each motor 
in turn caused us some anxiety, but 
they all straightened up finally. About 
2 o'clock this morning, one of the 
motors apparently became _ slightly 
cooled.” 

Other inquiries brought out that 
there was no moon to aid them, and 
that they did not know that Ernest 
Smith, who was to have raced them 
across the Pacific, had not been able 
to take off from the Oakland field.

was settled later when a Washington 
dispatch stated that the aviators were 
not to fly back, and that their great 
monoplane was to be left in Hawaii, 


for interisland flying. 

Regarding the radio beacon signals 
sent out to aid them by stations in San 
Francisco and Hawaii, Hegenberger, a 
technician of distinction, said: 

“The radio beam is a success, but we 
were unable to make much use of it, 
for the reason that our radio receiver 
went out of commission several times. 
However, when we were able to use the 
receiver, the radio beam signals came 
in very well.” 

“One of our motors,” remarked Mait- 
land, “gave us some trouble. It sput- 
tered and cut out, and for a while we 
thought we were going to lose it. It 
caused us to settle from 10,000 feet to 
about 4,000 and through three or four 
cloud layers before it finally picked up.” 

The explanation was made casually 
and with no indication that possible 
disaster impended. 

Maitland expressed the opinion that 
the radio signal zone was much nar- 
rower than expected. 

“It appeared to me so,” agreed 
Hegenberger. “However, the _ radio 
beam gives promise of becoming tre- 
mendously valuable. We were able to 
get signals when eight or nine hours 
on our course.” 


Average Speed 115 Miles. 


Maitland estimated the Fokker’s 
average speed at 115 miles per hour, 
but said that he might correct this 
figure later. 

They first picked up land after fly- 
ing 23 hours, said Hegenberger. It 
was the island of Kauai, northwest of 
Oahu Island, of the Hawaiian group, 
on which they landed. 

“T’ll tell you it was pretty good to 
see it, too,” said Maitland, smiling. 
“We had not expected anything like 
that so soon.” 

It indicated to them that they were 
on their course, Hegenberger said, and 
afterwards came the sunrise. 

The piane, Maitland said, flew easily 
and both were comfortable, except for 
cold during the night. ° 

Here again, the fliers declared “hun- 
ger,” whereupon the interviewers de- 
parted.

APPEAR HYSTERICAL 
AS FLIERS SUCCEED 


Throngs Wait for Hours in, 


Rain; Army Band Plays; Field 
Kitchen Serves Food. 


TROOPS WITH BAYONETS 
CLEAR WAY FOR HEROES 


Airmen’s Eyes Are Bloodshot; 
Relied on the Compass 
_ When Beams Failed. 


Wheeler Field, Island of Oahu, June 


29 (By A. P.).—Watching for a new 


conqueror to come out of the dawn, 
Honolulu and the Army Barracks, 25 


miles distant, were ablaze with light 
and alive with excitement early today, 
anticipating the approach of the first 
airplane from another land. 

While hundreds of automobiles 
maneuvered into parking places around 
the field where Lieuts. Maitland and 
Hegenberger were expected to land, 
field officers flooded the smooth run- 
way with rays from flood and antiair- 
craft lights. 

Red lights were placed at 35-yard 
intervals around the area in which the 
big Fokker was to touch the earth. 

From the tops of hangars the huge 
flood lights illuminated the ground 
sufficiently for a safe landing. 


Soldiers Fix Bayonets. 


The officers and men of the Twenty- 
first regiment—1,700 in all—were de- 
tailed to prevent overenthusiastic 
spectators from rushing the field. 
They were ordered to “fix bayonets” as 
the crowd began to gather. 

Heavy showers drove the spectators 
into hangars before midnight. As the 
rain continued, pools of water began 
to form on the field, but Army officers 
declared the drenching would not af- 
fect the condition of the landing 
space. 

Searchlights visible for 20 miles or 
more swept the sky continuously for 
traces of the approaching plane. 

The Twenty-first Infantry Band en- 
tertained the crowd and made the rain 
more endurable. Some of the specta- 
tors attempted to sleep -through the 
noise. 


Army Has Field Kitchen. 


As the peak of the night passed the 
crowd presented strange mixtures of 
women gowned in evening dresses and 
men in Tuxedoes mingling with those 
clad in boots, slickers and sweaters. 
Besides contributing band music, the 
Army added a holiday touch to the 
scene by going into action with a field 
kitchen, dispensing hamburgers, hot 
dogs and coffee. 

Distinguished visitors who came to 
the field to greet Maitland and Hegen- 
berger included Gov. Wallace R. Far- 
rington, Maj. Gen. William R. Smith 
and Capt. Lowell H. Smith, round the 
world Army fliers. 

It fell to the lot of the army to 
bring the Hawaiian Islands, our best 
of America’s defenses within one day 
of the country’s mainland. 

The fastest steamer traversés the 
broad waters of the Pacific, in which 
no land intervenes, in from five and 
one-half to six days. 


Landing on Soaked Field. 


The landing was made on a rain- 
soaked field. The huge plane taxied 
the entire length of the field. Then, 
circling, it came back to the front of 
the review stand, where the highest 
Army, Navy and civil authorities in the 
island were waiting to extend congratu- 
lations to the filers. 

The crowd, augmented by hundreds, 
hurriedly returning to the field, went 
wild with joy and enthusiasm. Guns of 
fortresses thundered in salute as the 
plane stopped before the reviewing 
stand. 

Col. Howard, department air officer, 
rushed to the plane, grasped Maitland’s 
hand and shouted: “You did it, and 1 
congratulate you.” 

Maj. Gen. Edward M. Lewis, com- 
mander of the Hawaiian department of 
the Army, clasped hands with Maitland 
and Hegenberger, the eyes of both 
aviators filled with tears as he said: 

“My boys, I congratulate you.” 

Maitland said that the radio beacon 
on the island of Mauai failed to func- 
tion 

“Our compass,” he said, “is what got 
us here. If we hadn’t had that, we 
should have been out of luck.” 


Taken to Major’s Home. 


After a short session at the review- 
ing stand the fliers were taken to the 
home of Maj. Henry P. Miller, com- 
mandant at Wheeler Field, to permit 
them to bathe and refresh themselves. 

The military guard and the scores of 
police had difficulty in clearing a path 
for the automobile carrying the flight 
heroes. Police lines were unable to 
hold back the cheering, gesticulating, 
almost hysterical thousands who wit- 
nessed the end of the flight. Mounted 
police circled the plane protecting it 
from the crowd that swept toward it. 

The fliers were presented to Gov. 
Wallace R. Farrington, Rear Admiral 
John D. McDonald and other digni- 
taries who loaded, them with beautiful 
Hawaiian flowers and leis, the native 
emblem of greeting. 

As Maitland entered the automobile 
he rubbed his hands across eyes that 
were slightly bloodshot. Hegenberger’s 
eyes also looked tired and worn. Both 
appeared stiff from sitting long hours 
in their plane. 

Three or four thousand enthusiasts 
followed the fliers’ automobile to Maj. 
Miller’s home, packing the road so 
densely that soldiers literally had to 
force a way pap is the — hu- 
manity.

We are justifiably proud that 
the perils of another great span of the 
air have been met and conquered by 
the skill, courage, and daring of of- 
ficers of the Air Corps. The whole of 
the Army unites in hearty congratula- 
tions to Lieut. Hegenberger and your- 
self for your flight, which is a valu- 
able contribution to the development 
of aviation.” 

Assistant Secretary of War Davison, 
in .charge of aeronautics, sent the 
following message to Lieut. Maitland: 

“Congratulations. You certainly 
justified our confidence in your skill 
and judgment. We are proud of you.” 


“Wonderful Work.” 


His message to Lieut. 
was: “Congratulations. It was a 
wonderful piece of work and I am 
delighted beyond words.” 

Secretary Davis referred to the flight 
as exhibiting fine flying and naviga- 
tion and productive of valuable in- 
formation, but denied ny considera- 
tion of a return flight, saying no otHer 
flights were contemplated at present. 

He explained that the navigation 
problems the Army desired to scttle by 
the flight. which was not of the “stunt” 
type, had been solved and that a re- 
turn flight with an easier attained ob- 
jective would solve no new problems of 
navigation. 

“The flight opens up a new vista of 
communication between America and 
its overseas possessions,” Assistant 
Secretary Davison said. 


Hegenberger 


Perfection Demonstrated. 


“It demonstrates perfection of mo- 
tors and planes and underscores the 
progress made in the development of 
the earth inductor compass, the radio 
beacon and other instruments for 
aerial navigation. 

“The flight is unquestionably one of 
the very greatest of aerial accomplish- 
ments ever made. More than 2,400 
miles of water separates this continent 
from Hawaii. To cover that distance 
and at the same time keep a true 
course which enables the pilot to head 
directly toward a group of islands cov- 
ering little more than 300 miles from 
tip to tip is a major problem in aerial 
navigation. Had the plane been even 
four degrees off its course disaster, 
instead of success, might have been the 
consequence. 

“Just before the take-off Lieut. Mait- 
land sent me a telegram saying the 
plane was ready, the weather favorable 
and that he und Lieut. Hagenberger 
would ‘do their stuff.’ They did their 
stuff and chiefily because they knew 
their business and have the courage to 
put their knowledge to the acid test. 

“I am _ naturally pleased that two 
Army Air Corps officers, operating an 
Army plane built for no other purpose 
than Regular Army use, were the first 
to negotiate the flight to Mawaii. At the 
same time, I want to point out that 
it would have made no difference to 
our plans if the flight had been made 
first by one of those other valiant fliers 
who are planning to take off on the 
same hop. The Army flight had been 
under consideration for a long time. 
Exhaustive tests and preparations were 
made over a period of many months. 
It was not undertaken to compete with 
civilian fliers and neither Maitland nor 
Hegenberger will be eligible to receive 
any prize moneys or other awards. 

“The thought- behind the Army’s 
project was not to have an Army plane 
be the first to cross the Pacific, but to 
gather data which would be of value in 
promoting air traffic between California 
and Hawaii. The flight was contem- 
plated in the interest of aviation and 
not as a quest for a unique record. 

“The Atlantic’ has beem crossed by 
Lindbergh and Chamberlin. The Pa- 
cific has been crossed by Maitland and 
Hegenberger. These are great days for 
American aviation, and the Army Air 
Corps is supremely proud of Lieuts. 
Maitland and Hegenberger and what 
they have done.”

Cruiser Record Broken. 


Navy Department officials recalled 
that the best previous record made by 
man between the Hawaiian Islands and 
San Francisco prior to the flight was 
in 1923, when the light cruiser Omaha 
steamed from Diamond Head light- 
house, on the island of Oahu, to the 
San Francisco light vessel in the fast 
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4 
time of 75 hours, 40 minutes and 40 
seconds. 

The average speed on this voyage 
was 27.76 knots, and the greatest day's 
run was 690 nautical miles, or at 
rate of 28.75 knots. The trip was 
made May 8 to 11. 

Secretary of the Navy Wilbur sent 
the following message: “The Navy con- 
gratulates her sister service, the Army, 
on its preparation of plans for San 
Francisco-Honolulu flight, and par- 
ticularly extends its hearty congratu- 
lations to Lieuts. Maitland and Hegen- 
berger on their successful execution of 
the plans.” 

Admiral E. W. Eberle, chief of naval 
operations, sent congratulations to Maj. 
Gen. Charles P. Summerall, Army chief 
of Staff, and Assistant Secretary of War 
Davison. He said the flight exhibited 
excellent airmanship, remarking the 
fliers must have obtained good navi- 
gation and good speed. 

Asked regarding contemplated Navy 
flights, he said it was the Navy’s in- 
tention to develop aircraft with the 
flight in target, patrolling and scout- 
ing facilities rather than in nonstop 
flights. 

Rear Admiral Moffett said: “The Ha- 
walian flight is another significant 
American triumph in which we can all 
take pride, and is a further proof of the 
great advance in aviation resulting 
from the air-cooled engine.” 


Wives Congratulated. 


Assistant Secretary of War Davison 
personally congratulated Mrs. Maitland, 
now in this city, on the achievement 
of her husband, and sent the following 
message to Mrs. Hegenberger as Boston: 

“I want to congratulate you on the 
splendid work done by your husband in 
his flight to Hawaii. He has written 
a new chapter in aviation history. We 
are mighty proud of him.”

MEANS MUCH, HE SAYS 


San Francisco, June 29 (By A. P.).— 
With all the world thrilled over the 
news that Lieuts. Lester J. Maitland 
and Albert Hegenberger completed their 
nonstop flight over the Pacific to Hono- 
lulu, none was happier today than Maj.

He has been pictured as not espe- 
Clally liking this nation’s policy toward 
Mexico. Maybe he will quit and maybe 
he will follow the distinguished guest 
who preceded him to the lodge, Maj. 
Gen. Leonard Wood, and there will 
came the information that he is to re- 
turn. 


Coming to Present Problem. 


But his very coming will present a 
problem to this man w sitting on 
the front porch. His wife inside. 
Only today her housekeeper, Miss E. 
A. Riley, left her, not in a huff, but to 
go to Rochester, Minn., to undergo an 
operation. And she is to over 
the running of this big house with 
ne-rly 30 rooms, a lot of them with 
log firepicces which * ni“ must be 
constantly fueled. 

What is he thinking about as he sits 
there amid the friendly breezes that 
are wafted over by tall spruce pines, 
aroused on the surrounding mountain 
side as an army of upright men?

In Saddie 14 Days. 


These troopers, Squadron B of the 
Fourth, have been in the saddle now 
fourteen days. They are moving as the 
pioneers negotiated the Western trails 
half a century ago. Worn and tired, 
some of the mounts are on .the verge 
of collapse and are being led with a 
nose-bag hanging on their necks, as if 
that might be some inducement to a 
horse whose body is weak and uncer- 
tain and whose legs are heavy with the 
strain.

Proud Of Fliers.

| President Calles of Mexico, according 
to reliable reports reaching diplomatic 
circles, will continue the rigorous cen- 
sorship of all political news from that 


country for several months more in 
order to facilitate Alvaro Obregon’s 
preliminary campaign for the presi- 
dency. The Calles-Obregon program, 
which has been framed for the purpose 
of carrying out the Calles policies 
through the “election” of Obregon next 
year, has now become the dominant 
question in Mexico, and it is regarded 
as essential to break down 
Opposition before lifting the veil 
| Which shrouds political manipulations 
now in progress. 

There are three candidates for the 
presidency, Obregon, Gomez, who was 
commandant at Vera Cruz, and Ser- 
rano, who was secretary of war dur- 
ing Obregon’s former regime and who 
is generally regarded as the man 
responsible for landing Obregon in the 
presidency. 

But Serrano and Gomez are now 
opposed to Obregon and are waging 
their campaign on an anti-Calles plat- 
form. They oppose the Calles-Obregon 
brand of bolshevism, they urge re- 
spect for private property, fair treat- 
ment of aliens and insist upon blot- 
ting out the Calles antireligious cam- 
paign. 

Countercoalition Formed. 


The coalition between Calles and 
Obregon has res::itted in a counter- 
| coalition of Gomez and Serrano. They 
have agreed to make individual cam- 
paigns until December, each seeking 
, to rally sufficient support to forecast 
Success next year.

Concerned About Army. 


According to present indications, 
'Calles and Obregon are not. concerned 
about the people, but gre deeply con- 
cerned about the army. The rank and 
| file of the army is Catholic: the of- 
| ficers are Catholic, their families are 
| Catholic and the appeal against perse- 
cution of religion finds almost unani- 
mous support. Besides, both Gomez 
and Serrano are popular with the army 
and Gomez is admired as one of the 
ablest soldiers Mexico has had, though 
he has had comparatively little ex- 
perience in civil affairs. 

Calles is said already to realize that 
if the campaigns follow a logical and 
indicated course, the army slowly but 
surely will swing over to the anti- 
Obregon side. And this admittedly 
means Obregon can not exert pressure 
and control the election. A necessary 
element in Obregon’s campaign, it is 
explained, is the power to exercise such 
control on election day that manipula- 
tion of ballots and preventing, adverse 
votes from being cast will be guaran- 
teed. 

The main problem now confronting 
Calles and Obregon concerns the most 
practical method of maneuvering Obre- 
gon into a position where he will con- 
trol the army. It is considered very 
doubtful whether Calles can achieve 
this desired result. Calles, as presi- 
dent, holds a power over the army in 
the sense that officers and men are re- 
maining loyal because there is no other 
leader in sight and baceuse they fear 
the consequences of disloyalty. But it 
nevertheless is doubted whether Calles 
can delegate this power over the army 
to Obregon. 


Drastic Methods Reported. 


There are reports that Obregon may 
attempt drastic methods with the full 
support of Calles and that plans already 
are under way to bring the army into 
the Obregon political camp. Mean- 
while, Obregon has begun making 
speeches attacking American capitalists 
and seeking to further promote the 
Calles antireligious and bolshevik doc- 
trines. 

Senor J. M. Alvarez del Castillo, for- 
merly speaker of. the Mexican House 
of Representatives, and later Minister 
to Germany, who has been residing in 
Washington for the past three years, 
last night issued the following state- 
ment: 

“The declarations of Obregon, ac- 
companying the announcement of his 
candidacy for the presidency come as 
a distinct shock to those who expected 
something of a constructive policy for 
the upbuilding of Mexico, rather than 
a series of sordid and time-worn accu- 
sations against Wail street and Rome, 
reminding one of the well-known 
methods of those Moscow propagand- 
ists who appeal so loudly to class envy, 
promising the release from political 
and industrial bondage of the prole- 
tariat, only complacently to witness 
pry Subsequent distress and starva- 

on. 

“Obregon will not be elected to the 
presidency of Mexico. He will not only 
be defeated’ at the polls. but he will 
be unable to persuade the army to seat 
him by force. 

“We are on the eve of important 
political developments in Mexico, as 
the great mass of the people, as well 
as most military men, are bitterly op- 
posed to the method by which the con- 
stitution has been so grossly subverted 
to enable Obregon to violate the: no-

He said 
that the Nanking government was 
making provisions in the war-swept 
regions for the resumption of mis- 
sionary activity. 

In connection with the Nanking dis- 
orders, which resulted in shooting to 
death of the Rev. John E. Williams, 
vice president of the Nanking Univer- 
sity and much property damage, Wu 
said: 

“The Nanking authorities, although 
morally not responsible for the Nan- 
king incident, are ready to accept re- 


the damages Americans suffered. It 
was an incident that true Chinese 
Nationalists regret, especially when it 
is considered that it was the work of 
elements instigated by parties then 
taking shelter under the aegis of the 
Kuomintang, (Nationalist political or- 
ganization).” ' 


Feng Rules Two Provinces. 


Herman Swenson, a Scandinavian 
Alliance missionary, whose home is in 
Jersey City, N. J., has arrived hére with 
his wife and 8-months-old baby after 
completing a roundabout 40-day trip 
from his post in the city of Kuyuan 
in the province of Kansu, where he 
had been stationed 8% years. 

Swenson and his family covered 2,000 
miles, traveling eighteen days by mule 
cart and eight days by rickshaw. 

He said that the provinces of Kansu 
and Shensi were in the grip of Marshal 
Feng Yu-Hsiang, who ‘recently broke 
with the radical elements at Hankow 
in favor of an alliance that the Nan- 
king govermment and the Japanese 
government have reached an agreement 
whereby Japan will not interfere with 
the northern advance of the Nanking 
forces in return for which the Nanking 
regime will stifle the anti-Japanese 
commercial boycott and the protest 
against the presence of Japanese troops 
in Shantung. 


Defeat Not Confirmed. 


There was no confirmation from any’ 
responsible Chimese foreign source to- 
day of the report that the Nationalist 
forces had been heavily defeated at 
Suchowfu. The report was discredited 
in the best informed circles here. 

The most reliable foreign sources in 
Nanking also were silent as to any de- 
feat, instead reportnig continued slow 
advance by the Nationalists in southern 
Shantgung Province, 

A Shanghai dispatch to the Exchange 
Telegraph in London yesterday said the 
Nationalists, attacked by Sun Chuan- 
Fang and his Shantungese, had evacu- 
ated Suchowfu, northwestern Kiangsu 
Province, after four days of fighting in 
which they lost 30,000 men, most of 
them killed. 


DE VALERA TO SEEK 
REFERENDUM ON OATH 


Signatures of 75,000 Electors

Dublin, Ireland, June 29 (By A. P.). 
Eamon De Valera, Republican leader, 
issued a statement today declaring his 
intention of seeking the signatures of 
75,000 electors and thus forcing a ref- 
erendum on the question of the oath 
of allegiance to the king. which is 
now made mandatory before a deputy 
elected to the Dail Eireann can take 
his seat. 

Mr. De Valera said he was also tak- 
ing legal proceedings along lines in- 
dicated by his lawyers.

AN “INSISTENT DEMAND” 


Chicago, June 29 (By A. P.).—Former 
Gov. Frank O. Lowden of Illinois today 
told an Indiana delegation that called 
on him at his home at Oregon, lll., to 
urge him to be a Republican candidate 
for the Presidency in 1928 that he 
“knew of no man in all our history who 
has run away from the Presidency.”

Chamber France Will 
Increase Duties. 


FINANCE TO BE STUDIED 


Stockholm, Sweden, June 29 (By A. 
P.).—The delegates to the International 
Chamber of Commerce conference con- 
tinued their discusions today on indus- 
trial matters, both national and inter- 
national, The committee on interna- 
tioal settlement adopted a resoluion 
that it would be desirable for the cham- 
ber to place the flow of big capital from 
nation to nation. 

Dr. Alberto Pirelli, of Italy, the presi- 
dent, emphasized that control built up 
on statistics would give a picture of the 
international financial situation which 
would be most useful when the next 
big loans are negotiated. The Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce, he said, 
should study carefully the effect of 
War debts and reparations paid. 

The American delegates, Willis M. 
Booth and Fred I. Kent, and the Eng- 
lish delegate, Sir Arthur Balfour, con- 
curred in Dr. Perelli’s views. 

The draft committee on trade bvar- 
riers submitted the draft of a resolution 
to be placed before the plenary session 
on Friday, affirming the conviction that 
the restoration of world prosperity 
would be most effectively promoted by 
reduction of barriers now preventing 
the expansion of international trade. 
The draft resolution unexpectedly met 
with strong opposition from the Fernch 
delegation, which disagreed with its 
free trade tendency, and declared that 
France in the near future intended to 
increase her tariffs. 

This declaration caused some confu- 
sion, and the president of the commit- 
tee set tomorrow for another meeting 
to seek a formula which could be unan- 
imously acceptable. 

The draft resolution gives unanimous 
confirmation of the report of the trade 
barriers committee, which was accept- 


at the International Economic Confer- 
ence at Geneva last month, and directs 
the committee to pursue ite examina- 
tion of the problems detailed therein. 

Special emphasis is laid on the neces- 
sity of the immediate lowering of ex- 
clusive tariffs, and calls upon all gov- 
ernments to direct their policies to the 
early reduction of such tariffs.

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BYRD ON HIS WAY. 


At 4:24 o’clock yesterday morning, Eastern 
standard time, Commander Richard E. Byrd 
unexpectedly slipped away from’ Roosevelt 
Field, New York, in his airplane America upon 
the first transatlantic flight having for its ob- 
ject the collection of scientific data necessary 
for the inauguration of regular intercontinental 
i Bearing besides its commander a 


dir travel. 


Vices, the progress of the America so far has 
* been beyond expectation. 

Commander Byrd has insisted from the start 
: that spanning the ocean was only an incidental 
consideration in the flight. Primarily he 
wishes to ascertain all the facts possible re- 
garding air currents, fog, wind resistances, 
sleet formations, and other manifestations of 
nature which might menace future commercial 
air lines linking America with Europe. The 
flight of the America, therefore, promises to 
be of outstanding importance. 
Developments of the last few weeks augur 
well for the future. Lindbergh, who proved 
first that the ocean could be crossed by plane, 
has earned public recognition and acclaim. 
No less worthy of consideration, however, are 
those who now take up the task to establish 
how best it can be done in safety and speed. 
The days of pioneering are already giving way 
to the era of regular flight. 

The flight to Hawaii, under Army auspices, 
and Byrd’s flight to France, under Navy aus- 
pices, show to the world that the two services 
are not behind commercial enterprise in deve!l- 
oping aviation. Whether Byrd lands success- 
fully or not, it has already been proved that he 
is a competent pilot, who can be defeated 
only by.the master powers of nature. All that 
good mechanism and skill can do will be done, 
The country looks with keen interest upon this 
friendly rivalry of the Army and Navy—a 
rivalry that rather resembles the emulation 
of high-souled,brothers, striving to see who 
best can work and best agree. 


EXCHANGING BONDS. 


' Secretary Mellon has definitely set today as 
the last day on which the new 3% per cent 
Treasury bonds may be obtained in exchange 
for the Second Liberty Loan bonds automati- 
cally redeemable November 15. The Liberty 
Lioan bonds have been coming into the Treas- 
ury at the rate of about $12,000,000 daily, 
on the average. The Treasury’s offer to buy 
Liberty Loan bonds for cash expired June 22. 
The total amount of the Second Liberty Loan 
bonds now outstanding and not redeemed or 
exchanged was approximately $1,386,000,000 
on June 27. 

The public response to the Treasury’s offer 
of an exchange has not been as prompt as 
was hoped for, despite publicity. Interest on 
the Second Liberty Loan bonds will cease 
* November 15, when they are redeemable. If 
the owners of the remaining outstanding Sec- 
ond Liberty Loan bonds decline to exchange 
hem for the new 32% per cent bonds, the 
‘reasury will, provide for their redemption 
im some other way. 

The credit of the Government is ample to 
finance the redemption of all outstanding 
Second Liberty bonds next November, with- 
out difficulty or disturbance. However, 
plan to be adopted might depend largely upon 
the probable ‘I'reasury receipts after today, 
the close of the fiscal year. This may have 
some bearing cn the possible tax reduction 
program in the next Congress. The Treasury 
is cautious in recommending anything until 
the attitude of the holders of the Second 
Liberty Loan bonds is determined, and the 
receipts of the Treasury for the next four 
months are assured. 


FOREIGN FARM DEPRESSION, 


The “dumping” power granted under the 
MeNary-Haugen bill was emphasized by its 
proponents as one of the most effective weapons 
which that measure would place in the hands 
of the American farmer. Under its terms the 
2 MeNary-Haugen dictators were empowered to 
_ sell surplus crops abroad at a figure under the 
' world price, if they thought it necessary or 
_ advisable. The theory was that in this way 
_ the home market supply could always be made 
_ to balance the demand, and that the foreign 

' farmer only would be the sufferer. 

' This’summer has developed the fact that 
)the agriculturist in the United States is not 
the only one with a problem, Reports from 
abroad indicate that the tiller of the soil in 
other lands is not getting all of his wishes 
fulfilled.

THE FLIGHT TO HAWAII. 


Piloting a three-motored Army transport 
airplane over 2,400 miles of opem sea, the 
longest overwater flight ever attempted, 
Lieuts. Lester J. Maitiand and Albert 
Hegenberger yesterday morning brought their 
craft to earth upon the Island of Oahu, 
Hawaii, 25 hours and 43 minutes after the 
take-off. The flight was unerring and swift, 
and demonstrated well the efficiency of the 
ship and its equipment. No less, however, 
does it constitute an outstanding achievement 
for the fliers themselves, who dared attempt 
what had heretofore ended in disaster, and 
whose skill guided the plane unwaveringly 
to its comparatively tiny destination. 

Two years ago Commander John Rodgers 
failed in his attempt to lead a fleet of three 
planes over the same course. The adventure 
that ended yesterday morning is proof that 
the science of air navigation is rapidly develop- 
ing. 

In the accomplishments of Maitland and 
Hegenberger, Lindbergh, Chamberlin and 
Levine the advances made in aircraft and 
engine design are forcibly demonstrated, it 
is now possible to build ships for flights of 
2,500 miles or more and start them toward 
their destination with every assurance of suc- 
cess. There is no longer need to worry over 
the outcome of long-distance flights, for with 
a properly built plane, ably manned, arrival 
at the destination is certain, provided only 
that unsually stormy weather is avoided.

WILL THE SOUTH SUPPLY PAPER? 

From 1906 until 1910 the United States 
Forest Service carried on research in Boston 
attempting to find a satisfactory substitute for 
spruce, fir and hemlock for the manufacture 
of paper. In 1910 the United States forest 
products.laboratory was established at Madi- 
son, Wis., and since then the experiments have 
been carried forward in that institution. The 
progress that has been made is now described 
in a bulletin issued through the Department 
of Agriculture, 

Paper mills always have depended upon 
spruce, fir or hemlock for their pulp supplies 
—these three species being called upon for 77 
per cent of all wood consumed, spruce alone 
contributing 55 per cent. Of late years con- 
sumption has run steadily ahead of replanting. 
In 1919 a sé@vere shortage of materials was 
experienced by the industry, and many 
Eastern mills are facing eventual shutdowns 
because of lack of raw material. Substitutes 
are needed badly. 

The bulletin describes the suitability of 94 
kinds of hardwoods nad softwoods for pulping 
by both mechanical and chemical processes. 
Of special interest is a description of a process 
applicable to Southern pines in combination 
with gums and similar hardwoods. This 
species yields pulp, which, when properly 
bleached, may be used in the manufacture of 
book, magazine and similar high-grade printing 
papers at reasonable manufacturing cost. The 
availability of fuel, the enormous quantities 
of suitable woods and the rapid rate of growth 
of its forests combine to make the possibility 
of a greatly expanded paper making industry 
in the South very promising. 

Without large supplies of cheap paper the 
newspaper as Americans know it would not be 
possible. So significant a part does the press 
play in daily life that any enforced curtail- 
ment of its activities would be in the nature 
of a national calamity. New processes and 
methods looking toward an assured perpetual 
supply of paper are of prime importance to the 
country. 


WONDERS OF THE WEST. 

‘ Limit not to the Black Hills the wonders of 
the West, for all that vast territory about the 
Rocky Mountains is an enchanted iand. Hard 
upon the marvels that are credited to Presi- 
dent Coolidge comes even more startling news. 
Nor is it rumor, speculation or surmise, It is 
direct evidence from Senator William E. Borah 
himself of the changes that time and distance 
can bring about.

ABSURD BLUE LAWS. 

Pennsylvania courts have ruled that SabMmath 
observance in that State shall be governed by 
the code of 1794. The statutes, just as those 
of several other States whose history dates 
back to the Nation’s beginning, provide that no 
employment except of an essential nature may 
be engaged in on Sunday. Logical construc- 
tion of the law would mean that no activities 
other than those connected with the home or 
the church would be permitted. 

Court. rulings, applying laws of the 
eighteenth century to the twentieth, close their 
eyes to all that has happened in the inter- 
vening years. When the act of 1794 was 
drafted in Pennsylvania the home was a self- 
contained and self-supporting unit. There 
were stores, it is true, but from them the 
citizens purchased only nonperishable staples 
and foreign luxuries, The perishable products 
and necessities of every-day existence were 
produced in the home. 

In 1794 there were no railroads. 
newspapers were an innovation that had not 
yet reached the point of Sunday issue. The 
inhabitants were not dependent upon elec- 
tricity for light, gas for cooking or the tele- 
phone as a means of communication. The 
communities were small. Factory life was 
unknown. Outdoor air was available to all 
throughout the week. 

Even the courts, which hold that the ancient 


statutes are still in force, acknowledge infer- 


entially that they have been modified by time,

ENDECOTT PEAR TREE 
REACHES 296TH YEAR 


Crop in 1927 From Branches 
Whose Fruit Washington 


Ate Is Assured. 


Danvers, Mass., June 29 (By A. P.).— 
Fears that the end of the famous Ende- 
cott pear tree might be near were al- 
layed this season when it burst into 
bloom at the beginning of its 296th 


ear. 

: This monarch of pear trees, recog- 
nized by the United States Department 
of Agriculture as the oldest planted 
fruit tree in America, is expected to 
bear its usual yearly crop of one or two 
bushels. Its fruit is the small, sweet, 
old-fashioned sugar pear. 

President Coolidge, who visited the 
tree while he was Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, pronounced it the most rg- 
markable living landmark in New Eng- 
land. The tree was set out by one of 
his early predecessors, Gov. John Ende- 
cott, in 1631. Gen. Washington, Abra- 
ham Lincoln and Daniel Webster vis- 
ited the tree and ate of its fruit.

In the case 
of automobile licenses the city is is- 
suing a small tag which must be placed 
on the frent cf the car as «= means of 
ready identification. 


City Manager Morton stated yester- 
day that the work of rounding up the 
delinquents will continue until all 
have paid. His estimate is that ap- 
proximately 300 automobile owners and 
500 business men and professional men 
have so far failed to pay the fee. 


A list of delinquent property owners 
who have not ~ <d the city taxes on 
real estate for 1926 will, it was an- 
nounced yesterday, be published Sat- 
urday. These taxes are due June Il, 
1926, payable without discount on Oc- 


tober, 1, 1826, at which time a penalty 
of 5 per cent was added, and on June 
1, 1927, an additional 6 per cent in- 
terest was assessed. Those properties 
on which the tax is unpaid will be 
offered ‘or sale at public auction by 
the city collector.

The board of directors of the Ar- 
lington County Chamber of Commerce 
at its meeting last night went on rec- 
ord as protesting against the continued 
delay on the part of the board of su- 
pervisors in not appointing the zoning 
commission, as provided by law. 

Charles F. Kincheloe, member of the 
board and also of the Virginia Park and 
Planning Commission, said “small gaso- 
line stations are going up overnight 
in all sections of Arlington County, and 
with no building regulations some ac- 
tion should be taken by the super- 
visors looking to the appointment of 
the zoning commission without delay.” 

“With the progress being made by 
the National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission, both in Washington 
and sections of Maryland, Arlington 
County, which is a part of the metro- 
politan area of greater Washington, is 
being left in the background through 
the lack of proper zoning ordinances,” 
declared Milford Witts, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“The time has come when the citi- 
zens of Arlington County must declare 
themselves to the board of supervisors 
that the will of the people of the 
county must be respected. The law 
became effective April 1 and business 
men and the citizens as a whole are 
becoming disgusted with the utter in- 
difference on the part of the board of 
supervisors for the future development 
of Arlington County,” Witts declared. 

Upon a motion by Ashton C. Jones, 
the zoning committee, of which C. W. 
Fitch is chairman, will make another 
attempt to have the supervisors act at 
their meeting to be held July 11. 

. Pumphrey, representing the 
Arlington Post, No. 139, American Le- 
gion, appeared before the board and 
asked their cooperation in providing a 
float to be taken to the State con- 
vention, whieh meets in August at 
Newport News. Consideration will be 
given to the matter at the next meet- 
ing of the directors.

River stage reports are broadcast 
each morning and are picked up by the 
lockmasters and boat captains along the 
Ohio River and its tributaries from a 
point a few miles south of Pittsburgh 
to Cairo, Ill. All of the 50 dams along 
the Ohio are movable, and the reports 
of the rising and falling of the river 
enable the lockmasters to know when to 
raise and when to lower the dams. 

As for the steamboat captains, the 
reports enable them to determine the 
stage at which they must navigate. 
They can sit in their cabins and com- 
pare the river stage reports with the 
draft of their boats, which tell them 
what precautions they must take to 
steer close to the channel. 

The promptness of the radio informa- 
tion is especially appreciated by river 
men, as they receive the broadcasting, 
in many cases, several hours ahead of 
the printed report. Some of the com- 
panies operating river craft have equip- 
ped all of their boats with receiving 
sets as the result of the river stage 
broadcast.

EDUCATION AND ARTS 
BOARDS JOIN PROTEST 


Arguments Become So Tech- 
nical Week Is Allowed for 
Filing Briefs. 


A determined fight was waged before | 
the zoning commission in public hear- 
ing yesterday over an application for 
the rezoning of the west side of Thirty-~ 
fifth street northwest, between S and 
T streets, from residential B to first 
commercial C area. to permit the build- 
ing of stores to serve the Burleith com- 
munity. 


School authorities, the Parent- 
Teacher Association of Fillmore School, 
just across the street from the pro- 
posed stores, and citizens associations 
of several communities, opposed the 
change becduse of the principle in- 
volved, namely, that stores should be 
removed from the immediate vicinity of 
schools rather than that new ones 
should be permitted to be built. 

No decision was reached on that or 
the nine other proposed changes in 
zoning that were proposed, and in the 
Burleith matter the arguments became 
so technical that a week.was allowed 
for the filing of briefs by either side. 

Attorneys Robert M. Heth and P. H. 
Marshall, representing J. R. Hall, owner 
of the property on which the stores are 
proposed to be erected, presented signed 
consents of a majority of the property 
owners in the neighborhood. 


Hold Buildings Beneficial. 


° 

They said there are three stores in 
frame buildings there now. and it is 
proposed to eliminate them and sub- 
stitute new and more ornamental ones 
They added that residents of Burleith 
now have. to travel long distances to 
get to stores on Wisconsin avenue. The 
stores were already there when the resi- 
dential zoning was applied to the block. 

The Burleith Citizens Association 
supported the proposed change and 
had many representatives to urge it. 
Hugh M. Frampton and Thomas E. 
Lodge appeared as counsel for W. J. 
Conlon, 2236 Thirty-fifth street, the 
principal objector. They raised the 
question of policy and quoted from 
the zoning regulations of other cities 
that forbid stores across the street 
from schools. Conlon is an official of 
the local Parent-Teacher Association 
and he voiced that organization’s op- 
position. 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools 
Robert L. Haycock appeared on behalf 
of the Board of Education and Dr. 
Frank W. Ballou, superintendent of 
schools. He said that in addition to 
the Fillmore Graded School, the Gor- 
don Junior High School will be built 
across the street from the stores with- 
in a few months. These together will 
accommodate 1,000 pupils, while the 
Western High School, with 1,300 more, 
is only a block away. 
“The superintendent and the Board 
of Education consistently oppose al- 
lowing stores opposite schools,” said 
Haycock, “because experience has 
shown it is disadvantageous to the 
education system and such stores be- 
come a factor in delinquency.” 
A letter from the Commission of Fine 
Arts opposing the change also was 
introduced.

SHIELDED FROM PUBLICITY 


Charles Hansel Agency to Do 
Work for the Citizens’ 
Federations. 


EMIG. DENIES QUARREL 


The names of those whé are putting 
up the money for a survey of the trans- 
portation situation in Washington will 
not be made publig, Maj. Clayton E. 
Emig, acting chairman of the public 
utilities committee of the Federation 
of Citizens Associations, announced last 
night. The survey is being made to 
solve the transportation problem here, 
and will result in a recommendation as 
to whether there should be a merger 
or consolidation of traction lines. . 

Maj. Emig has engaged the Charles 
Hansél Consulting: Specialists to make 
the survey. The federation had previ- 
ously authorized Maj. Emig and his fel- 
low committeemen to do this. 

Beyond saying that the expense ot 
the survey would not be borne either 
by the federation or the public, Maj. 
Emig would give no details as to the 
financing of the project. 

“Why should we make public the 
names of the people who are paying 
for it?”’ he said. “Would a bank make 
public the names of men involved in 
some financial undertaking? Suffice 
it to say that the financial arrange- 
ments are eminently satisfactory to 
everybody concerned.”

Should Be Done Away With, 
Says Smith; Lombardo 
Is Called. | 


DELAYS CONTEMPT ISSUE 


Justice James F. Smith, of the 
United States Court of Customs Ap- 
peals, now sitting in the District 
Supreme Court, who has a reputation 
for calling a spade a spade, expressed 
himself forcibly yesterday on two 
propositions concerning his court. 

“The jury system in this country is 
an utter failure as it affects civil 
cases,” Justice Smith declared, when 
an attorney in a law case demanded a 
jury to hear his exceptions to the 
report of the auditor. “The system has 
no place tn modern civilization and 
should be done away with. However, 
I did not write nor can I change the 


law in this jurisdiction,” the court 
said. 

When Rosario Lombardo was called 
to answer a contempt charge, Justice 
Smith, while listening to a plea for 


time to answer the charge, made by | 


Robert I. Miller, counsel for Lombardo, 
said: “If this man is found guilty he 
will be severely punished. He is not 
even entitled to a jury trial. The 
Supreme Court of the United States 
has settled that question. If it had 
not settled it, certain individuals 
would be telling the court to got “yy 

Lombardo was charged, in an affi- 
davit filed by Assistant District At- 
torney George D. Horning, with having 
approached two jurors in a case in 
which Joseph Vitale, brother-in-law of 
Lombardo, was being tried on two 
charges of assault with a dangerous 
weapon. Lombardo was alleged to have 
told these jurors that the Government 
we: attempting to “railroad” Vitale 
to. jail. 

Justice Smith continued the con- 
tempt case until this morning at 10 
o’clock. In the case, in which the 
court condemned the jury system, the 
plea of the attorney for a jury trial 
was. taken under advisement.

Thurston Halts Foes, 


Aided at End by 
Marberry. 


Cochrane Hits Homer, 
One on Base; Judge 
Stars at Bat.

HE Washington ball players return- 
ed home from a plundering exX- 
pedition in the vicinity of Boston, 

where they had bagged five consecutive 
ball games, and yesterday afternoon 
ambushed the unsuspecting Athletics at 
American League Park to fortify them- 
selves in second place in the pennant 
race while Chicago and Cleveland were 
battling to a standstill in a double 
header in the West 

Second place is the loftiest attain- 
ment of the Washington team since the 
early days of the season, but the 
Yankees are still leading the'‘league by 
@ margin of ten and a half games. Chi- 
cago remains in third place a few per- 
centage points behind Washington. 
Philadelphia dropped to fourth as a re- 
sult of its 5-to-3 defeat yesterday. 

Manager Connie Mack of the Ath- 
letics may or may not be convinced 
that “Lefty” Grove can not beat Wash- 
ington. Grove pitched yesterday, al- 
though he has been batted out of the 
box fourteen times during the last fif- 
teen games he has pitched against 
Washington. 


He was the same Grove, and last- 
ed exactly six innings before being 
removed. The Washington players 
crave to bat against Grove. In three 


seasons he has won one game from 
them. 


The Athletics more than any other 
club have figured in the near demise of 
Washington as a pennant contender, 
but ‘Washington was the better club 
yesterday. The Athletics made the most 
hits, but trailed in the matter of scor- 
ing runs with Hollis Thurston and Fred 
Marberry attending to that little item 

Thurston was complete master of the 
Athletics until he tired perceptibly in 
the eighth inning when the Athletics 
scored a couple of runs to cut down 
Washington’s lead to a lone tally. He 
was relieved by Fred Marberry, who 
quickly disposed of the four batters to 
face. him. 

Among the items of interest was a 
home run by Mickey Cochrane, the 
Philadelphia catcher, who picked out 
the eighth inning when Simmons was 
on base to knock one of Thurston's 
pitches over the right field fence, close 
to the foul line, but a truthful home 
run wallop. That blow convinced Man- 
ager Harris that Thurston was tired 
and when Dykes later singled, Marberry 
was called into the game. 

Washington wasted no time in greet- 
ing Grove in the usual manner. Grove 
yielded two runs in the first inning 
and another in the fourth. The Ath- 
letics scored an unearned run off 
Thurston in the third, but trailed from 
the outset of the contest despite Coch- 
rane’s home run.

Board Fills Vacancies at Wil- 
son Normal and Langley 
Junior High. 


DR. BALLOU DEFENDS 
COURSE AS JUSTIFIED 


Asserts 95 of 103 Appoint- 
ments Have Been Made 
Within the Service. 


Miss Anna D. Halberg, director of 
student teaching in the State Normal 
School at Towson, Md., yesterday was 
appointed by the Board of Education 
to succeed Miss Anne M. Goding as 
principal of the Wilson Normal School. 

The appointment was one of two 
made from outside the Washington 
school system on the recommendation 
of Superintendent of Schools . Frank 
W. Ballou. The second was that of G. 
Derwood Baker, a teaching assistant at 
Columbia University, who was named 
to succeed Henry W. Draper as prin- 
cipal of Langley Junior High School, 

Declaring himself aware of the feel- 
ing that appointments should be made 
within the service, other things being 
equal, Dr. Ballou submitted a state- 
ment designed to defend his out-of- 
town selections. 

Of the 103 appointments he said he 
has made during his term of office, he 
listed 95 made within the service and 
only 8 named from outside. The names 
of Miss Halberg and Mr. Baker, how- 
ever, he admitted, were not included in 
the latter list, although two other ap- 
pointments made yesterday had been 
enumerated on the other side of the 
ledger. They were Miss Ethel Bray, 
yesterday designated permanent direc- 
tor of drawing, and A. H. Johnson, 
named director of music for divisions 
10 to 13. 


Miss Halberg’s Career. 


The new principal of Wilson Normal 
School is a graduate of the State Nor- 
mal School of Oshkosh, Wis., and holds 
the degrees of B. S. and A. M. from 


Teachers College, Columbia University. 
She also has pursued graduate work at 
Teachers Gollege and at Johns Hopkins 
University. 

According to Dr. 
berg’s experience consists in three 
years’ teaching in rural elementary 
school, two years’ teaching in the pri- 
mary department of a city elementary 
school, followed by two years as prin- 
cipal of a city elementary school, Her 
experience in teacher training which 
followed included two years in a county 
normal school, six years as head of 
teaching training departments in two 
Oshkosh high schools, two years as 
teacher in the Baltimore City Training 
School for Teachers and four years as 
director of student teaching in the 
Maryland State Normal School. 

Praising her attainments, Dr. Ballou 
said: 

“Her indorsements indicate her to 
have a fine philosophy of education, a 
thorough grounding in the fundamen- 
tal principle and-modern methods of 
education, and furthermore indicate 
her to be an excellent student, a fine 
teacher, an able administrative and su- 
pervisory officer, and a woman of char- 
acter, tact and a charming personality.” 


Mr. 


Mr. Draper’s successor as principal of 
Langley has been a teacher of social 
science and a coach of football in the 


John Burroughs School of St. Louis, a 
private institution. He has an A. B. de- 
gree from Pomona College, California, 
and an M. A. degree from Columbia 
University. 

Mr. Baker was freshman class ad- 
viser in Pomona College for one year, 
instructor in history and coach of the 
football team in Ridgewood High School 
for two years, and instructor in social 
science in the John Burroughs School 
for two years. He has heretofore served 
as assistant at Teachers College, Colum- 
bia University, and will do so this sum- 
mer. 

In appointing Miss Halberg, Dr. Bal- 
lou said he considered 24 applicants, 
only four of whom were Washing- 
tonians. Only three candidates from 
the local system were considered in 
making the Langley appointment. 

Miss Agnes F. Garrels, a teacher in 
class 1A of the local schools, was 
Mamed yesterday to fill the position 
of teacher of geography and geography 
methods at Wilson Normal. 

Acknowledging communications from 
the Petworth Home and School As- 
sociation and the Truesdell Parent- 
Teacher Association questioning the 
board’s “gift” policy, the members 
yesterday directed Raymond Wilmarth, 
business manager of the schools, to 
draw up a list of gifts acceptable and 
not acceptable to the schools.

$1.65 TAX RATE URGED 
AS DISTRICT'S LIMIT 


Trade Bodies Will Present 
Budget Recommendations 
to City Heads Today. 


A joint committee of the Washington 
Chamber of Commerce, Board of Trade 
and Merchants and Manufacturers As- 
sociation will present the recommenda- 
tions of those organizations for the 
budget for the fiscal year ending June 
80, 1929, to the District Commissioners, 
at 9:45 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

A meeting yesterday afternoon of the 
three secretaries of the trade bodies, 
who form the subcommittee, decided 
that a tax rate of $1.65 per $100 is all 
the burden that should be Borne by 
property owners on the existing high 
assessment. The committee will urge 
strongly that no higher rate be fixed. 

The report will also state: 

“The committee is aware of the many 
and pressing needs of the District of 
Columbia at the present time, needs 
which can not be met immediately by 
the estimated income from the tax 
rate herein recommended. The citizens 
of this community should not be ex- 
pected to pay more than a fair tax, as 
compared with cities of comparable size, 
for the maintenance and development of 
the Nation’s Capital. Consequently, the 
committee urges that every effort pos- 
sible be made to increase the apropria- 
tion made by the Federal Government 
for this expense, which is primarily a 
national responsibility.”
